In  ac(rordance  with  our  laws  we  liiive  assembled  here  on 
our  Fourth  Annual  (Communication.  Another  year  has  gone, 
another  cycle  in  tlie  events  of  time  has  passed,  another  period 
ill  our  history  has  arrived,  and  we  have  met  to  review  the 
events  of  that  period,  and  to  take  counsel  for  the  future. 

Let  Wisdom  guide  our  deliberations;  let  Love  and 
Charity  control  our  actions;  hit  Peace  and  Goodwill  reign 
tunongst  us,  and  while  wo  congratulate  one  another,  and 
ji;iiisp  each   other's   hand   in   warm    brotherly  greetings,    it 
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behoves  us  to  render  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
Ill's  j){ist  mercies  towards  us,  and  to  invoke  His  blessing 
and  guidance  in  the  future. 

I  now  submit  for  your  concideraljon  my  official  acts  during 
the  year.  i, 

April  10 — I  caused  Dispensation  to  be  issued  to  all  the 
Snl>()i(liuato  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  to  celebrate  the 
fifty -eighth  Anniversarv  of  the  establishment  of  our  Order  in 
Ameri(?a. 

Juno  4 — Granted  dispensation  to  New  Westminster  Lodge 
No.  ii  to  hold  a  picnic  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  and  appear 
in  regalia  at  the  same. 

August  G — Granted  Dispensation  to  all  Lodges  in  Victoria 
to  api)ear  in  Begaiia  at  the  public  funeral  of  the  lumented 
and  much  esteemed  Sir  James  Douglas. 

July  2 — I  installed  the  officers  of  Victoria  Lodge  No.   1. 

5 —  **  **  Dominion  Lodge     *'   4. 

11—  *'  **  Columbia       "        "2. 

Granted  Dispensation  to  Dominion  Lodge  No.  4  to  have  an 
excursion  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  September  6th. 

I  may  here  state  that  it  aflTorded  me  much  pleasure  in  acced- 
ing to  the  wishes  of  these  Lodges  as  these  reunions  have  a  ten- 
dency to  draw  closer  the  bonds  of  Friendship  and  Love 
among  the  Brotherhood  and  their  families,  and  to  bring  the 
Order  more  prominently  before  the  notice  of  the  public. 

Jan.  2,  1878 — Installed  officers  of  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  2.

Owing  to  sudden  indisposition  I  was  prevented  from  install- 
ing officers  of  Dominion  Lodge  No.  4;  but  our  R.  W.  G.  Sec- 
retary, being  always  on  hand,  kindly  performed  that  pleasing 
duty  for  me. 

Oct.  24,  1877 — I  received  a  communication  from  D.D.G.M. 
E.  Quennell,  District  No.  3,  asking  for  information  conceniiii}jj 
the  re-admission  of  an  expelled  member.  I  gave  him  the 
information  as  follows,  and  referred  to  law  on  the  subject.

Dcnr  Sir  and  brother, — I  wish  yon  would  bo  kind  enough  to  inform  mc  if 
a  brother  ox])ello(l  from  the  order,  and  applying  again  for  udmisHion  is  elected, 
if  he  has  to  paHs  through  all  the  same  forms  and  pa^  the  same  fees  for  initin- 
tion  mul  ilogroos  as  any  other  candidate;  for,  according  to  our  laws,  I  nnder- 
Htaiul  lie  has,  but  some  of  the  Victoria  brethren  think  difforei  t.  By  doing  so 
yon  will  oblige  yours  in  F.,  L.  and  T.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother,— Yonrs  of  24th  ult.  to  hand,  ankiug  for  information 
about  re-admiH8ion  of  an  expoUotl  uu'inher;  I  beg  to  answer  as  follows: 

1.  A  lodge  has  no  power  to  re-adniit  an  expelled  member  without  permis- 
sion from  the  G.  L.     (See  Digest,  1874,  page  357,  Art.  IfiSG  a.) 

2.  The  amount   to   he  charged  for  ro-admission  rests  with  the  lod^o  in  the 
fths«'iu'e  of  any  legislation  of  Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject. 

;{.  If  re-admitted,  he  then  assumes  his  foriuur  status  in  the   order   that   he 
t'lijovt'd  at  the  t'v.v.e  th.it  he  w;is  exprlled,  without  going  through  anv  forms. 

li.  UOUEUTS. 

It.  W.  G.  M. 

I  would  submit  to  your  consideration  the  advisability  of 
conferring  the  necessary  power  on  the  Grand  Master  to  enable 
him  to  grant  permission  if  applied  to  during  recess  in  such 
matters,  as  it  would  be  very  inconvenient  to  be  compelled  to 
wait  perhaps  eight  or  ten  months,  as  the  case  might  be,  for 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  meet. 

From  the  D.D.G.M.'s  I  have  received  very  encouraging  re- 
ports. That  peace  and  harmony  prevails  amciig  the  Brother- 
hood, and  that  in  view  of  the  iinancuil  and  industrial  depression 
that  has  overshadowed  our  Province,  our  Order  has  not  only 
held  its  owij,  but  is  steadily  gaining  strength,  numerically 
and  financially. 

Bro.  Chas.  Hayward,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  of  District  No.  1,  re- 
ports the  following  question  having  been  submitted  to  him 
for  his  decision : 

"Whether  it  is  the  dutv  of  a  N.  G.,  to  call  the  brethren 
tocether  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brother  who  was  not  en- 
titled to  benefits,  and  whether  brothers  not  attending  should 
be  fined. 

Answer: — "That  the  propriety  of  extending  funeral  honors 
to  brothers  in  arrears,  is  a  matter  for  regulation  by  the  local 
laws.  (See  Digest  001).^  And  as  your  By-Laws,  Art.  24,  very 
clearly  defines  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  N.  G.,  on  the  death  of 
a  brother  to  summon  every  member  to  attend  the  funeral,  and 
that  absentees  are  to  be  fined,  I  am  of  opinion  that  your 
Lodge  should  be  called  out  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brother 
not  entitled  to  pecuniary  benefits."' 

Two  appeal  cases  have  been  sent  in  and  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Appeal  <  'oramittee,  who,  I  feel  confident,  will  give  the 
different  questions  involved  their  most  earnest  consideration, 
before  submitting  them  to  this  G.  L. 

The  G.  L.,  U.  S.,  at  its  last  session,  hnving  tulopted  a 
parade  regalia  for  subordinates,  niid  having  left  the  choico  of 
liead  dress,  whether  hat  or  cap,  to  the  various  jurisdiotioii,  I 
wonld  suggest  the  advisability  of  some  action  being  taken  by 
this  a.  L.

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At  the  last  session  of  this  R.  W*  Graiul  Lodge,  I  was  instructed  to  forward  a 
petition  to  the  G,  L.,  U.  S.,  for  a  refund  of  tax  paid,  and  also  to  ask  that  we 
hi>  oxt'nii)t  from  the  payment  of  tax  until  this  Grand  Lodge  had  10  subordinates. 
This  petition  w;is  forwarded  and  read  in  the  G.  L.,  U.  S.,  and  referred  to  the 
Coinuiittee  on  Finance,  but  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  no  further  action 
was  takt**  in  the  matter.  I  hav^  no  doubt,  however,  it  will  bo  brought  up  at 
the  next  annual  snssion  in  September. 

I  was  also  instrnctod  to  write  to  the  executors  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary 
Johnston,  of  isan  Francisco,  for  the  name  of  the  Brothef,  and  specific  charges 
itgaiiist  hi'u.'whicli  had  been  referred  to  in  a  letter  placed  before  the  Commit- 
tM'  on  Appi'als  in  another  case.  This,  I  have  to  report,  I  carried  out,  but 
without  being  able  ever  to  get  a  reply  to  my  letter. 

During  the  year  I  am  glad  to  report  I  was  able  to  obtain  a  good  stock  of  sup- 
plies, sufficient  to  last  for  a  considerable  time,  and  have  paid  for  the  same  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  Grauil  Lodge,  but  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  office  for  the  Grand  Secretaty,  and  consequently  the  documents 
and  all  supplies  are  now  phiced  wherever  I  can  get  room  to  put  them;  this 
state  of  things  should  be  altered  by  tliis  Grand  Body  making  provision  at  tho 
present  session,  for  each  year  it  is  getting  worse;  papers  accumulate,  and  when 
any  supplies,  etc.,  are  required,  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  lay  bauds  on  what  is 
wanted. 

I  r^fccived  during  tho  year  papers  regarding  appeal  of  Samuel  Sea  v.  Colum- 
bia Lodge,  No.  2,  and  Caleb  (Jolmer  v.  Black  Diamond  Lodge,  Xo.  5;  these 
documents  I  handed  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  who  will  no  doubt  report 
upon  the  same— in  the  former  case  I  have  just  received  a  communication  from 
tho  appellant  asking  to  have  action  by  this  Grand  Lodge  laid  over,  owing  to 
his  absence,  and  for  reasons  set  forth  therein,  which  I  lay  befare  you. 

I  also  received  notice  of  an  appeal  from  Bros.  Adam  Jackson  and  Wra. 
Litster.  of  New  Westminster  Lodge,  No.  3,  but  have  received  no  documents 
regarding  the  case. 

I  received  amendments  to  By-Laws  of  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  New 
Westminster  Lodge,  'No.  3,  which  I  handed  to  the  Chairman  of  Committee  on 
Laws  of  Subordinates,  they  have  not  returned  any  amendments  approved  to 
me,  and  I  presume  are  keeping  the  same  for  the  approval  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

From  the  returns  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges.  I  find  there  is  a  small  gain  in 
menihership  of  eight  during  the  past  year,  this  I  can  say  is  more  than  I  ex- 
pected, owing  to  the  very  groat  depression  in  almost  all  trades  in  the  Province 
(luring  the  past  year,  had  this  not  been  the  case,  some  new  lodges  would  have 
come  into  existence,  there  being  several  good  fields  for  starting  lodges,  but  tho 
grviit  depression  kept  many  back,  as  they  really  felt  undecided  whether  to  re- 
main or  leave  the  country;  this  state  of  matter  is,  I  trust,  over,  and  the  present 
year  seems  to  bo  a  commence.nent  of  more  prosperous  times. 

As  usual  I  have  had  a  largo  amount  of  aorrespoudence  to  attend  to  during 
the  year,  but  there  is  nothing  to  bring  before  you  for  action,  except  what  I 
Imve  already  re]iorted.

Ninety-live  per  cent,  of  all  initiation  and  degree  fees,  forty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  dues  paid  by  members,  the  assessments  levied  for  funerals,  and  the  interest 
from  its  own  invest-'d  capital,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Sick  and  Funeral  Fund;  and 
from  it  shall  bo  j>aiil  the  benefits  to  members  while  sick,  and  the  funeral 
expenses  of  deceased  members  and  deceased  members'  widows;  and  no  part 
of  this  fund  shnll  be  appropriated  to  any  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

To  the  Maui^'ement  Fund  shall  be  paid  fifty  per  cent.  c»f  members'  dues  and 
all  other  rocipts  of  th.;  Lol.?*  exo^pt  those  alreilv  sp.^cid.^d  co  be  piid  to  th' 
other  funds;  and  from  it  shall  be  paid  the  necessary  expenses  of  Management 
and  such  other  objects  of  the  Society  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Sick 
and  Funeral  and  Widow  and  Orphans'  Funds. 

A  separate  and  distinct  account  shall  be  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  each  Fund.
